Farmers Is Predicted 


REGINA—Prediction that prairie 
farmers of the future will reap an ad- 
ded crop from the sale of the thresher 
chaff they now burn, was made by 
Prof. Waldemar Kaempffert, of the 
American Institute of Chemistry, who 
‘was a visitor to Regina. His interest 
had been, aroused by the spectacle of 
burning stacks across the prairie. 

“A great gathering of industrial 
chemists was held at the Northwestern 
University, at Evanston, Ill., in the 
early part of the year,” he said, “at 
which Prof. O, R. Sweeney, of Iowa 
University, scheduled some 3,000 
known industrial products that can 
be chemically produced from farm 
waste, such as corn stalks, corn cobs, 
wheat straw, oat chaff, cotton seed 
hulls and peanut shells, These in- 
elude such well-known articles of 
commerce as flexible’ wall boards, 
synthetic - jJumber, imitation ivory, 
amber tortoise shell, substitutes for 
Jeather, lacquers, celluloid moving 
picture films, rayon sill and ‘snifil’ 
which promises to take the place of 
wool, just as rayon has taken the place 
of silk.”

ditions should prove somewhat unfa- 
vourable for later harvests in the Nor. 
thern Hemisphere and for further de 
velopment in Argentina and Australia, 
Under these circumstances, interna- 
tional trade in 1928-29 ought to be 
heavy, perhaps of record size.” 

A study of the situation in the 
United States may throw some light 
upon the complexity of the factors 
governing the trend of production 
and consumption in a single country. 
Durig the past twenty years there has 
been a 50% increase in the domestic 
requirements for wheat jn the United 
States, Before the war, flour con- 
sumption averaged 1,14 barrels per 
capita. During 1917-18, there was a 
decling of 10% in per capita require- 
ments and since the war, consumption 
has been remarkably constant on a 
basis of 9 barrel per capita. Th 
difference between .9 barrel of flour 
per capita and 1.14 barrels per capita 
makes a difference of about 50,000,006 
bushels of wheat a year in United 
States requirements, It is difficult to

culture was selling its products in an 
export market and could not afford 
the wages that would hold men, in 
competition with the wages of highly 
protected manufacturing industries jn 
a country where restricted immigra- 
tion limited the supply of labour. Yet, 
in spite of a number of factors which 
would seem to tend toward limiting 
United States wheat production, ex- 
ports are increasing. It is true that 
a smaller proportion of the population 
is engaged in agriculture than in the 
past, but newer types of agricultural 
machinery, the new and more fertile 
areas open to agriculture by irrigation 
and the scientific methods which are 
coming to be employed in agriculture, 
had served to increase the efficiency 
of the farm, Ag yet, there is no evi- 
dence of farm labour having Déen re- 
duced so far as to make the domestic 
supply of agricultural products lag 
behind demand. Moreover, the at. 
tractions of farm life, that cannot be 
measured entirely in terms of wages, 
#re likely to continue to hold a suffi- 
cient number of workers in this occu- 
pation. The automobile and new jn- 
ventions such as the radio, have done 
more to improve conditiong on the 
farm than in the city. Such an analy. 
cis then, shows a number of such 
closely balancing factors as to make 
the future volume of wheat produc- 
tion in the United States unpredictable 
In this already complex situation there 
is the possibility that the government 
iself may experiment in some form of 
which might 
volume of 


agricultural assistance 
appreciably 
production. 

Since every country in the world is 
something of a factor in world wheat 
trade, the recent study, “Ex-European 
Trade in Wheat and Jlour”, by con 
tinents, by the Food Research Insti- 
tute of Stanford University, gives a 
clearer view of the situation ip rela- 
tion to demand in other parts of the 
world than any other study now avail. 
able. 

“Ex-European imports of wheat and 
flour are becoming increasingly im- 
portant, Between 1909-13 and 1921-26, 
the average annual volume of ex. 
European trade increased by some 
45 million bushels, or 50 to 60%, while 
European trade increased only about 
80 million bushels, or not much more 
than 5%. Growth of the Asiatic trade 
accounted for most of the increase in 
ex-European takings. Further growth 
is likely: there are a few ex-European 
areas where domestic wheat produc- 
tion: shows promise of obviating the 
need for imports: and per capita con- 
sumption of wheat is apparently in- 
creasing in most of these countries. 
Within a decade or so the ex-European 
trade may amount to as much as a 
fourth of the international trade, as 
contrasted with an eighth before the 
war, 

“Buropean imports have always 
consisted chiefly of Wheat, ex-Europ- 
In the 


increase the 


post-war period, the flour trade of 


ex-Europe was almost as large as that 
of Europe. But flour tends to become 
a smaller fraction of the trade in 
wheat and flour combined, since 
several important importing countries 
now protect their domestic milling in. 
dustries, The United States remains 
the chief source of ex-European sup 
pliss of wheat and flour, but has be 
come relatively léss important with 
more rapid expansion in the exports 
of Australia and Canada.” 

Among the varied studies of demand 
for and supply of wheat, it is possible 
to secure Statistics and construct a 
story quite favourable to the possi- 
bility of such a steady growth in 
world wheat requirements as to ab- 
sorb all probable production, On the 
other hand, it is also possible to study 
the potential increase in supply from 
Canada, Argentina, Australia, Russia 
and Manchuria, and to come to the 
conclusion, that the world is on the 
verge of a period of immense over- 
production, 

At present the outlook is uncertain, 
due principally to this year’s large 
crops, which seem to threaten over. 
production in the immediate future. 
The large indeterminate factors in 
the situation are each of sufficient 
consequence so that one cannot be 
certain of aitaining an approximation 
by offsetting those that are favourable 
against those that are unfavourable 
But those who take a balanced view 
of the long-time trend realize that 
there is likely to be a normal propor 
tion of crop failures, that a year or 
two of low prices will reduce produc 
tion substantially, and that in the long 
run the high level of prices and wages 
in the United States will reduce their 
export surplus more effectively than 
ii can be done by legislation, The 
world’s growing population is bound 
to require a steadily increasing wheat 
supply.

IS DANGEROUS,

Whooping Cough is very dangerous 
tc children and sometimes fatal to 
srown-ups, more people die from it 
than from Scarlet Fever, 

The mother whose children have 
had whooping cough does not need to 
be reminded of its symptoms. She 
can remember her child running to 
her gasping for breath, catching hold 
of her skirts for support and finally 
breaking into that painful rasping 
cough, Whooping cough starts with 
a slight cold, running at the nose, 
fever, and a dry cough, The eyes 
are blood-shot. After a week the 
cough gets worse and the child coughs 
many times in succession. He _ be- 
comes pale and drawg his breath with 
a sharp scraping sound, This is the 
whoop, In some cases this is not 
always present. 

If a child shows the first signs of 
whooping cough, call the doctor, and 
follow his directions absolutely. 

The child frequently vomits because 
of hard coughing, As a result many 
children lose weight and become 
weak In this condition they easily 
get T, B,, pneumonia and other ser- 
ious cond@tions, Do not give the 
child heavy foods. Give those easily 
digested, Milk and eggs are very 
good, tive an egg well beaten in 
milk every time he loses a meal. 

All discharges that comes from the 
mouth and nose while the child is 
sick should be received in a piece of 
clean old linen or rags and burned. 
It is through carelessness in this that 
the disease is spread, Keep separate 
cups, glasses, plates, and spoons for 
the child while he is sick, See that 
the child gets plenty of fresh air. Keep 
the room well aired night and day. 
Unless it is raining, take him out 
EVERY DAY, in the yard, or into the 
park, 

Keep the child away from others, 
even after the whoop has stopped he 
can give the disease to others. Wait 
until the doctor says he is well, Re- 
member that whooping cough is very 
catching, Be sure that your child 
does not spread disease and possible 
death to others.
